The 
first is that those 
students 
who miss 
school without having a reasonable ex­ 
cuse are depriving themselves of a n e e d ­ 
ed education 
T he second reason is that these a b ­ 
sorb es cause an unnecessary burden on 
the local taxpayer. 
All state money appropriated to the 
local school district is based on average 
daily attendance (ADA), not on just the 
nuns aer of students enrolled in school - 
this causes many problems within the 
school administration 
The school must hire teachers and 
plan classes on the basis of total enroll­ 
ment because they have to take care of 
the students that they are supposed to 
have But when too many students miss 
school tho ADA drops down to the p o in t 
where the state pays for less teachers 
♦lion the school must hire to take care 
( ! its enrollment This is where the local 
taxpayer suffers 
The 
unfortunate 
thing 
about 
the 
matter is that, for the most part, tho p a r­ 
ents of the students who miss so much are 
the orrns who have so little sense of ro- 
sponiability to their own children that 
they arf' not the least concerned about 
th* ir responsibility to the public 
And the real tragedy is that they ara 
raising children that likely will have even 
lee civic or personal responsibility, 
I “cause the general public suffers for 
ti e indifference or laziness of these few 
it becom es a matter of concern for every­ 
one.

When an angler travels to 
a strange lake or stream to 
fish, the odds arc against him. 
That 
is, 
unless

hires a 
professional guide who knows 
the water and how to fish it. .. 


Bass have certain spots where 
they prefer to hang out. P er­ 
haps one weed bed or a sub­ 
m erged tree on a lake is such 
a spot. 


A sprawling man-made im­ 
poundment has so many spots, 
so much water, that it takes 
a long time before the fisher­ 
man finds these hotspots. 


T hese are discovered by trial 
and error, by fishing regularly, 
by being observant and keep­ 
ing tabs on spots which pro­ 
duce. 
These sam e places pay off 
with fish time and again. There 
is som ething about the water 
and environm ent which bass 
prefer. When a big one is tak­ 
en out, another lunker m ost 
likely will move in and set up 
housekeeping. 


Once a fisherm an has learn­ 
ed of .several such spots, he 
frequents them often. True, he 
may go through “dead'' periods 
when the fish are not biting, 
hut when they do begin for­ 
aging, he knows his bait is in 
the w ater where he stands the 
best chance of getting one to 
hit. 


There's an old saying th it 
no lure will produce unless it 


is presented close enough for 
a h a s - ti* Mil. Far too many 
fishermen spend tim e easting 
iii p l a c e s where there are no 
fish. 


Though experience and stu ­ 
dy, t hi* angler also has learned 
which particular baits the fish 
p refer and at w hat seasons. 
P erhaps 
in 
early 
spring 
a 
plastic worm humped right a- 
long tin' bottom will pay off. 
A m onth la te r a shallow -ru n ­ 
ning bait might be the secret. 
And in early su m m er a

bet. 


There are many unpredict­ 
able pieei's of the bass-fishing 
jigsaw puzzle that must fall 
into place liefore file angler is 
assured of success. He doesn’t 
get ttiis information hupch nice.

C F. Cook, local school superinten­ 
dent.. is rucking every effort to combat 
unnecessary absences from school this 
year for two very good reasons. 
The 
first is that those 
students 
who miss 
school without having a reasonable ex­ 
cuse are depriving themselves of a need­ 
ed education. 
The second reason is that these ab- 
sences cause an unnecessary burden on 
the local taxpayer. 
All state money appropriated to the 
local school district is based on average 
daily attendance (ADA), not on just the 
num ber of students enrolled in school— 
th s causes many problems within the 
School administration. 
Tile school must hire teachers and 
plan classes on the basis of total enroll­ 
ment because they have to take care of 
the students that they are supposed to 
have. But when too many students miss 
school the ADA drops down to the point 
where the state pays for less teachers 
than the school must hire to take care 
of its enrollment This is where the local 
taxpayer suffers. 
The 
unfortunate 
thing 
about 
the 
matter is that, for the most part, the par­ 
ents of the students who miss so much are 
the ones who have so little sense of re­ 
sponsibility to their own children that 
they are not the least concerned about 
their responsibility to the public. 
And the real tragedy is that they art! 
raising children that likely will have even 
less civic or personal responsibility. 
Because the general public suffers for 
the indifference or laziness of these few 
it becomes a matter of concern for every­ 
one. 
If you know of some student who is 
missing school for no good reason, do 
the student and your community a favor 
by trying to urge their attendance either 
through the student or the parent. 
If yo i can not help in any other way 
in this, at least offer Mr. Cook your en- 
couragemcnt in his efforts. Because with 
‘ce attitude of some of the parents he 
needs some encouragement. 
You hear a lot talk these days about 
the poor future ah ead for dropouts but 
the student who misses school regularly 
does no’ hav« a much briahter future 
than those who drop out altogether.

XX hen an angler travels to 
a strange lake or stream to 
fish. the odds are against him. 
That 
i *n , 
unless he 
hires 
a 
professional guide who knows 
Ult* water anti how to fish it. .. 


Bass have certain spots where 
they prefer to hang out. P e r­ 
haps one weed bed o r a sub­ 
m erged tree on a lake is such 
a spot. 


A sprawling man-made im­ 
poundment has so many spots, 
so much water, that it takes 
a long time before the lislier- 
nian f i n d s these hotspots. 


These are discovered by trial 
and error, by fishing regularly, 
bv being observant and keep­ 
ing tabs on spots which pro­ 
duce. 


These same places pa> off 
with fish time and again. There 
is something about the water 
and environment which bass 
prefer. XX hen a big one is tak­ 
en out. another lunker most 
likely will move in and set up 
housekeeping. 


Once a fisherm an has learn ­ 
ed of several such spots, he 
frequents them often. True, he 
may go through ‘'dead” periods 
when the fish are not biting, 
but when they do begin for­ 
aging. he knows his bait is in 
the w ater where he stands the 
best chance of getting one to 
hit. 


There's an old saving that 
im lur*- will produce unless it 


i s p resented Close enough for 
a b a s s to hit. Far too manx 
fish e rm en spend tim e casting 
in places w h ere th e r e are no 
fish. 


Though experience and stu ­ 
dy. the angler also has learned 
which p articu lar baits the fish 
prefer and at what season*. 
P erhaps 
in 
early 
spring 
a 
plastic! worm bum ped right a- 
long the bottom will pay off. 
A m onth later a shallow -ru n ­ 
ning bait m ight be the secret. 
And in early sum m er a top- 
vvater plug could be the best 
bet. 


There art* many unpredict­ 
able pieces of tin* bass-fishing 
jigsaw puzzle that must fall 
into place b e fo re th** angler is 
assured of success. Ut* d o e s n 't 
get this information hapeh nice. 
He h a s lamed it In talking to 
other fishermen, by rending 
and observing. Knowing whi t 
bait the bass prefer, all are im­ 
portant to success in fishing.
